COMMlbSIONER EVANS’ RcPQRT. 


A N e t Gain of O ver A,OOO In th e N u m ­ 
b er o f I'ennlonern. 
W ashington, Nov. 6.—The first an* 
nual report of Commissioner of P en ­ 
sion H. Clay Evans to the secretary of 
the interior has been made public. 
A 
summary follow s : 
Tile whole number of pensioners on 
the rolls June HO, I MWV, was 976,014. 
The net gain over the previous year 
was 5,88ft. 
Seven widows of revolu­ 
tionary soldiers aud nine daughters of 
revolutionary soldiers art* -.fill on the 
rolls. 
I he amount disbursed for pensions 
by the pension agents during the year 
was #189,709,243.12 and the amount 
disbursed by treasury settlem ent was 
$150,475.23, a total of $189,949,717.86, 
This exceeds the amount 
disbursed 
during the fiscal year 180ft by the sum 
of $1,684,4M0,|b. 
lf the 14,1571 certifi­ 
cates which were held in tins bureau 
until July I, 1S07, had been mailed to 
the pension agents during the fiscul 
year they woo hi have required first 
paym ents am ounting to $2,101,ft04, be­ 
sides the additional 
annual 
value, 
which would also have been a charge 
upon the appropriation. 
This amount, 
added to that actually disbursed, makes 
an aggregate of $141,090,936. 
The ap­ 
propriation for the payment ot pensions 
for the fiscal year ISO! was only $140,- 
000,000. 
Referring to the 
consolidation of 
agencies Commissioner Evans recom­ 
m ends that the executive order of July 
I I 'ast. suspending the order of Feb. ft, 
1807, the latter of- which provided for 
the consolidation, be continued indefi­ 
nitely and a d d s: 
“ I ant still of the opinion th at the re­ 
duction and consolidation of the pen­ 
sion agencies at th I- tim e is not only 
unnecessary but inexpedient; that the 
disruption of business in the agencies, 
the business tor the interior depart­ 
ment, and the general inconvenience 
of tin* service would more than offset 
the anticipated saving to the govern­ 
ment. 
Attention is called to a signifi­ 
cant saving in rentals of agouties, a 
policy still boing continued. 
In con­ 
clusion the report recommends the pub­ 
lication ot a com plete list of pension- 
sioncrs and of a law to the end that no 
pension be granted to the widow of 
any soldier that shall marrvjhereafter.”

W a s h i n g t o n , N ov. ft.—The Russia- 
Japanese treaty relating to Bering sea 
has not been signed, the statem ent 
being made by officials that the form ali­ 
ties were not yet com pleted. 
When 
the conference adjourned last Monday 
it was w ith the understanding that all 
preliminaries would be arranged by 
I yesterday nod the treaty signed, 
But 
toe issuance of powers as envoys is 
taking more tune thuu was anticipated, 
and the signing has been deferred, it 
being stated that it w ill occur in a few 
days. 
The m eeting between the American 
and British experts looks more promis­ 
ing. The state departm ent has received 
word Sir W ilfred Banner, premier of 
Cantuta, and Mr. Davies, m inister of 
marine in 
the 
Lander cabinet, 
is 
com ing here next week. 
W ith them 
w ill com e Prof. Maconn, the seal ex­ 
pert designated by the British foreign 
othce to confer with the authorities 
here. 
Although Prof. 
Maconn will 
hold th*' ou!y credentials as delegate, 
yet the presence of the Canadian pre­ 
mier aud u member of his cabinet is 
expected to have an important bearing 
on the Bering sea question, as well as 
that of commercial reciprocity between 
the I lilted States and Canada. 
The British embassy was not advised, 
and it w as understood that the British 
foreign office was equally unaware of 
the fact that the chief officials of ( ’an­ 
mia w ould come to W ashington to treat I 
in person on the subject. 
Up to this 
time the British authorities had strenu- 
o siy insisted that Die Bering sea m eet­ 
ing was to he confined strictly to an ex­ 
change of technical inform ation be­ 
tween “experts,” and they have re­ 
sisted any larger consideration of the 
■abject, w hich would involve general 
principles. 
I .Ord Salisbury’s letter to 
Secretary Sherman carefully lim ited : 
the m eeting to one of “ exports,’' aud, 
in execution of tins, Prof. Thompson 
was named as the British expert aud 
Prof. Maconn us the expert of Canada. 
N otw ithstanding this strict lim itation, 
adopted at I on don. the tw o chief offi­ 
cials of Canada w ill com e to W ashing­ 
ton prepared to discuss the subject 
trom a iiiucli broader standpoint than 
any thus far conceded in Loudon. How 
far they w ill he able to treat concerning 
Bering sea, reciprocity or other subjects 
is u question of interesting conjecture. 
The state department is much gratified 
at their com ing, as it is felt to offer the 
first piospect of considering the sealing 
question on broader lines than hereto­ 
fore. 
Sir W ilfred Lander is regarded as 
the head of that elem ent id Calinda 
favorable to the most cordial relations 
with the United States. 
The Liberal 
parry, of which he is tho leader, came 
into power on the issue of closer com­ 
mercial 
relations w ith 
the 
United 
States. 
The Conservative 
narty re­ 
sisted this as tending toward the an- j 
nexation of 
Canada 
to the U nited, 
States and a' disloyal to the mother 
country. 
Sir W ilfred has not been an 
annexationist, but has favored the most 
liberal trade arrangement with 
the 
United States. 
Heretofore his efforts, 
aud 
those 
of 
his 
party associates, 
toward securing a reciprocity treaty 
with the United States, have been un­ 
availing, but w ithin the last few’ days, 
the state department has intim ated that 
it would view with favor negotiations 
for reciprocity between Canada and the 
U nited States. 
The 
com ing of Sir 
W ilfred at this time is therefore of 
more than usual interest, not only iii 
its bearing on Bering sea negotiations. 
but also in connection w ith Canadian 
reciprocity.

The 
ntiliz4ttioii of steam and electricity, the 
introduction of improved processes and 
lalxir sa ving machines, the g reater suh- 
diviaion and g rander scale of prfiduction, 
have m ultiplied enormously the eflFect- 
iveness of lalxir 
At the beg inning of this marvelous 
era it wa s natural to expect and it was 
expecuxl that labor sa ving inventions 
wonld lig hten the toil and improve the 
condition of the laborer, tha t the enor­ 
mous increase in the power of producing 
wea lth w» » nld make real poverty a thing 
of the past, but now the problem is how 
to g ive work to those w illin g to work. 
He then considers the law of distribu­ 
tion of rent and of interest. 
As to the 
recurring paroxysms of industrial de­ 
pression he cla im s they are due mainly 
to the specula tive advance of land vai- 
lies. 
F ina lly he says there is hut one 
way to remove :m evil, and that is to re­

oases marked for Java, for Ecuador and 
for Australia. 
M any of these orders are small. 
In 
some cases there were orders fo ra single 
tool, or for tw o or three; for some orders 
of h alf a dozen or tw o or three dozen to 
supply orders or to keep lines filled. 
These small orders are mostly from Eu­ 
ropean countries, w ith which commu­ 
nication is nowadays quick and conven­ 
ient. 
European m erchants order these 
things just about as m erchants in other 
cities in this country would. It costs no 
m ore to send to London than it does to 
Chicago, and it, is as easy to send to 
Berlin as it is to Paterson.

Thus the condition of the masses 
iii every civilized country is tending to 
become that of virtual slavery under 
forms of freedom. * ♦ * That the fleld- 
hands of the son til were as a class bet­ 
ter feti, better lodged, better clothed, 
that they had less care and more of the 
am usem ents aud enjoym ents of life, than 
tho agricultural laborers of 
England

slaveholders 
m ight see and hear of things impossi­ 
ble under what they called their “ organ- ; 
Izatiou of labor. ” * * *

We have only to make some 
changes rn our nu Hies of taxation to take 
it all What I profuse as the simple yet I 
sovereign remedy which 
will 
raise ' 
wages, increase the earnings of capital, 
extirpate pauperism, abolish poverty, 
give rem unerative employment to who­ 
ever wishes it, afford free scope to h u ­ 
man powers, lessen crime, elevate m or­ 
als. taste and intelligence, purify gov­ 
ernm ent aud carry civilization to yet 
oobler heights is to appropriate rent by 
taxation 
We muy put the proposition into prac­ 
tical form by proposing to abolish all 
taxation save that upon land values. 
Du* tax upon land values is the most 
just and equal of all taxes. It falls upon 
those who receive from society a pecul­ 
iar and valuable benefit and upon them 
in proportion to the benefit they receive. 
It is the taking by the comm unity for 
the nse of the com m unity of th at value 
which is the creation of the community. 
It is the application of the common 
property to common uses. 
W hen all 
rent is taken by taxation for the needs 
of the community, then will the equal­ 
ity ordained by nature be obtained. No 
! citizen will have an advantage over any 
other citizen save as it is given by his 
industry, skill and intelligence, and each 
will obtain w hat he fairly earns. Then, 
but not till thru, w ill labor get its full 
reward and capital its fair return. * * * 
Thus the bonus which m ust now be 


J paid wherever labor is most productive 
before labor can be exerted would dis­ 
appear 
The farm er would not have to 
pay out half his means or to mortgage 
his labor for years to obtain land to cul­ 
tivate The builder of a city homestead 
woald not have to lay out as much for ■ 
a sm all lot as for the house he puts ou 
it. The company which proposes to erect 
a factory would not have to pay out a 
great part of their capital for a site 
And what woald bo paid from year to 
year to the state would be in lieu of all ! 
tho taxes now levied upon improve- I 
merits, machinery iud stock. 
With natural opportunities thus freo 
for labor, with capital and im prove­ 
ments exempt from tax, w ith exchange 
released from restrictions, the spectacle 
of w illing men unablo to turn their la­ 
bor into the things they are suffering 
for would become impossible 
The re­ 
curring paroxysms which paralvze in­ 
dustry would cease 
Every wheel of 
production would be set in motion 
De­ 
mand would keep pace with supply and 
supply with demand. 
Trade would in­ 
crease in every direction aud wealth 
augm ent on every hand. 
The incentives to progress are the de­ 
sires inherent in hum an natnre, the de­ 
sire to gratify the wants of the anim al 
natnre, tho w ants of the intellectual 
nature, the wants of the sym pathetic 
naturo; the desire to be, to know and 
to do—desires that short of infinity can 
never be satisfied, as they grow by 
w hat they feed on. 
Mental power is the motor of prog­ 
ress, and men tend to advance in pro­ 
portion to the m ental power expended 
iii progression. Now, mental power is a 
fixed quantity—that is to say, there is a 
lim it to tile am ount of work a man can 
do w ith his mind as there is to the work 
he can do w ith his body. Therefore the 
m ental power which can be devoted to 
progress is only w hat is left after w hat 
is required for non progressive purposes. 
Association in equality is the law of 
progress Association frees mental pow 
er for expenditure iu improvement, aud 
equality (or justice or freedom, for the 
term s here mean the same thing— the 
recognition of the moral law) prevents 
the dissipation of power in fruitless 
struggles 
Here is the law of progress j 
which explains all diversities, all ad- I 
vances, all halts, all retrogressions. 
In the very centers of our civilization 
today are want aud suffering enough to 
make sick at heart whoever does not 
close his eyes and steel his uerves. Dare 
we turn to tho Creator and ask him to 
relieve it? Supposing the prayer were 
hoard and at the behest through which 
the universe sprang into being there 
should glow in the sun a greater power, 
uew virtue fill tho air, fresh vigor the 
soil, that for every blade of grass that 
now grows two would spring up and the 
seed th at now increases fiftyfold should 
increase a hundredfold?
